If, however, the Ministry have failed to lAtiafy 
our curioiity with resprrt to the Client 
of the chanRei they have contemplated they 
hm at leasl offefed sufficient lopiea for public 
diacmsion. Vie know upun what the acumen and 
pHCriotutm of onr Iiegialature will he eiercieed 
during the enauing session. There is scarcely a 
lubjeet which haa been deemed by tither parly 
to invnLve the prosperity of the country upon 
which the Ministers have not pledged themselves 
to lcfri»L.te. When, however, we think how 
wide the field they hare opened, tnd how many 
the difficulties they will encounter — when we 
remember that the colony has scarcely made up 
its own mind upon any one of the topics 
introduced, or avowed ar,y scheme of 
policy whattoeTes-, we cannot hope that 
even the ensuing aeeaisa will ripen into opera- 
tion measure, so great. We had much rather 
■ee the Ministers take up and dispoae of some 
of the more urgent of these public quealions, 
than encumber the Legislature with an amount 
of business which will defy their utmost efforts, 
and which cannot le.ch . conclusion. 

The fltit and most urgent are the remedy of 
those grievances id milted by all parties to exiet. 
The establishment of County Courts should not 
be delayed one hour beyond the time required 
to complete the measure already submitted, 
and to present it in a perfect form 
to the country. The bringing home 
of justice to every man T s door is of far more im- 
portance than the determination of questions 
which rather appeal to the political passions than 
to the present interests of men. The neit 
question in order of urgency is the establish- 
ment of municipalities, It is not requisite that 
we should linger through the session before 
such a measure shall receive the assent of the 
Crown. We have the experience of two out or 
four of the colonies, and the avowed policy of a 
third, to aasist us in providing com* scheme for 
the management of local affaira. While 
we are disputing upon abttract queatiom, 
we are in danger cY permitting all kinds of 
nuisances to accumulate round our doors, dis- 
order and irregularity to arise in the alreeta or 
our country towns, and the zeal of their inhabi- 
tants, instead of being expended upon interests 
which are iptcially their own, excited and waated 
upon those wide controversies which a true , 
statesman approaches with feelings of awe. If 
these measures be introduced at once, 
and if a clause be inserted in the bills, 
allowing the Legislature to amend them 
during the sitting of the same session, it 
is possible the inconveniences which dis- 
close themselves may be at once remedied, 
and w« should not have to wide through diffi- 
culties which diicover themselves, until the 
gathering of some fotuTO Parliament. 

The next moat important measure which 
should take precedence of any mere political 
change is the arrangement of the land 
and emigration systems : they cannot be 
considered apart. If radical changes 
are made in the system of emigration, 
they will unquestionably draw after them changes 
in the .diniiustratioa of the public lands. Our 
emigration policy is, however, decided 
for us. The system of a colony touch- 
ing upon our own and possessing 
on every account the power to act with inde- 
pendence must ot necessity influence our future 
steps. We presume no one disputes that emi- 
gration to one colony is emigration to all ; 
and that there are no meant by which, labour 
delivered at onejDort can be 



position to rsDQvs to whatever sput otjeri iw 
the moment a greater retnnoeralion Tosh 
circumstance, must determine onr policy Tor the 
future. However anxious we might all be to 
co-operate in the past system of emigration, 
ir united action were possible, it 
would be mere extravagance in this colony 
to expend large sums nf money to import peop'e 
except under some guarantee that the people 
imported would become permanent inhabitants 
of the country. Having disposed of emigration 
with . view to enable the existing inhabitants to 
select and distribute the persons who shall be 
brought out, principally, however, at the cost of 
the Stale, we shall require changes in our land 
system. Mr. Panel* announced all that the 
people desire. He has pronounced to " unlock 
the lands." This term of course, means ioma- 
ihing different when 



from him, than from 
certain gentlemen with whom it is a watchwoid. 
Wcpreiume Mr.PAaitgEdoe. nollntend to des- 
troy one rnononoly by creating another; that he 
does not in 'end to waste the inheritance of the 
people. What he really means il that such 
abundant facilities shall be afforded for the in. 
slant occupation of land suitable for agriculture 
and accessible to the markets as may leave no 
cause ofcomplaint. Unquestionably this must 
be dene: any other policy would be absurd - 
even impossible. 

In disposing uf the question »F public educa- 
tion, the Miniilry wit) encounter no doubt 
difficulties on all sides. We have no clear 
understanding of what particular acheme it is in- 
tended to propose. This journal has from the 
beginning observed a strict neutrality between 
the two systems in theis ecclesiastical and party 
aspects ; that neutrality we hope the Ministry 
will always maintain. Those who demand the 
abolition of the tlertominational system and 
those who retaliste by demandiogtbe abolition of 
the Nation.) system, can neither be taken to ex- 
press the viewi of the country. The 
Ministry have only to turn to 
the declarations of the different ean- 
didatet upon the hustings to learn that in 
an attempt to supphnl either they will utterly 
fail. All parties contribute to these public 
schools, and any arrangement that would com- 
pel large bodies of the people, although not of 
the four demon inaUoni, to submit to denomi- 
national authority, would encounter a just and 
moit earnest resistance. In this c ilony we 
muat all consent to allow tho fullest latitude of 
action, and all that any pasty can have a right 
to demand is that tbe proportion they lecei re 
from the State shall be measured by the work 
which thiy perform — in imparting that 
kind of education which it is the 
object of the Ml ate should he secured 
to the inhabitants of this country. In this, as in 
alt questions of a similar nature, the difficulty 
of adjustment is almost insuperable. 

The Minister, have acted with dilcreti-m in 
. tho details with reference to their 
It is not to be suppoied that iny Mi- 
nistry this country can command are so tho- 
roughly up in all public questions .s to be able 
impromptu to devise measures of a complicsted 
nature. It is probable that they themselves 
have not yet determined the precise form and 
limits of those electoral changes which they con- 
template. In the country there is no impatience 
for these changes. A few weeks more or les, is 
of small moment compared with the impoitance 
of the Miniitry meeting the House with their 
raeaaures in their hands. Within one week after 
the assembling o| Parliament all the great 
changes contemplated should come oat or the 
hands of the printer. This is due to the mem- 
bers who spent so msny months In fruitless la- 
bour last year. Tbs Ministers thsmaelrei re- 
quire reflection and physical repose. 

When those measure! are produced we shall 
he able to intespret the general promise, we 
have received. We have no doubt 
that while tbe Ministers are cautious and deli- 
berate, they will not be found deficient in that 
pluck without which statesmanship it impoa 
■isle. Let them boldly grapple srith the diffi. 
cullies cf their political position, and ihen throw 
themselves upon the support or the country. 
The colony requires nothing outrageous— no 
changes of a revolutionary nature — none that 
will ahske the public credit or injure oar repu- 
tation in the world. We have discrepancies to 
adjust; we hate improvements to advance ; 

to _ oorrect We ahoul? take as our 
guide the liberal spirit of the age, and, animated 
by the blight future which opens to this country 
with a strong yet steady hand, endeavour to ad- 
vance the colony in all tu aocial and cjnamercial 
interests. 

The reception of the Mini.leri at the banquet 
was aa cordial as it eoald be. The guests were 
as numerous as the building would contain ; 
the Speeches for the purpoeae contemplated wtre 
energetic and effective. Of course, such an 
assembly can only be taken as one expression of 
opinion. We have no intentiin to exaggerate 
its importance. The future will show whstber 
it was in harmony with the sentiments or the 
majority of the people.

It does 
indeed often happen that the very excellencies 
of a man prevent the aaimated exnresaioa of re- 
gard. His worth ia undisputed, all art his 
friends ; those who have iDjued him retract or 
confess . the powerful incentive to demonstra- 
tions or patty taking, which often raise, to a 
pedestal person! whom all in their hearts 
equally despise, is wanting. To have active 
friends and ardset eulogists, i'. is often necessary 
that a man should b. the ideal anil repre- 
sentative of a faction. 

Mr. MiMssM', haa no such distinction. He 
will leave the colony with a reputatioo from 
which none will be ambitious to detract- Envy 
disappears before such an example of the un- 
certainty of human prospects, and calumny ie 
silent amidst the spontaneous and universal 
admission of such worth. Tbe conduct of Mr. 
MAStytxo haa been 00 many occasions noble, 
disinterested, and beneficent. He haa given to 
us what to h im was money— time— what waa mors 
than time — health. Our lawa have been 
improved by his sagacity, and their 
Administration has never been tarnished in hie 
hands. He was a man on whom power wai 
cast, not as a boon, but as a duty. Every Ad- 
ministration has possessed or desired his co- 
operation, and hrs felt that his adhesion was 
almost a condition of success. Mr. Mash inti's 
labours have been incessant ; they have been 
excessive, and to himself even cruel. How 
valuable such a man, The great duty of a 
Government, the just administration or law, 
was never retarded by his indolence or neglect ; 
but he did a giant's work. 

Latterly, he did this work without pay. 
The law gave him a right to bald back 
his services ; bat to him.eii, and two otherr, 
his colleagues, belong the honour Of 
offering an example of official disinterestedness, 
which will never be forgotten, The feeling of n _ 
retained there, the pnblic require, tome direction, ind we hope peasd in tfie 
the die. it will not be neflecled.

It having been announced that a Icctnro would 1)0 
dt-divered nt the room, of the Cbritltan Vonng Uen i 
Aatociation, George -rtreet, on TbucjtW evening, by 
the Itav. W, Sontr, W.A., on " Practical Aatronomy, 
a large and highly reapcctahlo audience aaaecabled, 
and were well repaid for any trouble they had pot 
themielvn to to enable them to he prwent. Shortly 
after eight o'clock Mr J nhn Pairfaa to jit lie chair, 
and the buaincaa of the evening having been com- 
menced En theuanal manner, by prayer, hv the Rev, W. 
Slatyer, the Chairman Introduced the Rev. YY. Scott, 
U.A., Aatronomer of NW ekritth W*alet, to the audi, 
ence. The rev. sentlemna cammenced hie lecture by 
explaining that it waa from no detire to heir him- 
aelf talk lhat he had been Induced to give thia lecture, 
but rMher from the feet that, ivhen be waa ■olicited hy 
the AaaociLitlrjTt, while he folt^iomc r^lnctance in 
coming fortf.ird fr.3rn tbe p leitlan ho Kl Id, he con- 
ceived it In bo hi! particular doty to aid, in whatever 
manner he peaaUdy eonld, tho nroantion 
Of acicnoa. Aatronorny might be divided into 
three heoda — the oretical atitroncmy, deacriptire 
aatronomy, and nriiulical avtronomy; tbo flrtt treated 
of ihe Inn and entcrerl intra minute calculationa, and 
waa not vutted for the auhjrrt of a lecture to a popular 
caaombly : the accond, deaerip'-ive aatronomr, was the 
. one mutt inter^ttirag, nerbape, and gr neraify lectured 
on in pnblir placea; and the third, practical aitronocay. 
wai generally explained hy lecbnir'altcrm^, which eoitfd 
only bo undtretutid hy the atudant of thia science, lte, 
therefore, felt bimaelf in a rlifHLultv in explaining what 
be had been accuttomcd to e^ah of in technical 
terms, in a .intsle f..rm, be tbcrefrarc determined to 
prf>pwe a written leetnro ; but boding he hod not lime 
to do an, he Ual aueeeeded in writing a few prefatory 
and a fen- Anal r^marke —and with r«fer?nce to tho in- 
tervening portion of the lecture lie would endeavour to 
me filch tLmplc terma e, would enable all to under- 
atanil bi:n, [fe aould nnt, however, piaa on without 
feeling that be owed some tiprabrgr Lr having allowed 
an large a number of peraoni to be called together to 
listen to a leoiurc which mi|ht prove to many dull ecd 
Unlntcreatiiuj, and it onuat neeeasarilv, from 
the very nature of tbo aubject, " pariako 
tomewhtt of dullnoai, for he had not 
Undertaken to lot before thorn the mighty law! which 
governed Ihe unurtrar, nor the *nnderrul achievernenta 
,0f ancient and modem geniut whioh had admirably 
auccerded in intcttgrning and i-jtabUahicg tboae law,'. 
Th* mbject he bad choaen waa of a different kind. It 
did not appeal to the fcclinga. calling forth in turn, 
tbo wonder, awe, ot admiration of the hearer,, but 
ajruply act before them the monotonoua every-day oc- 
cupation of the working man — of ratio who could not 
complete hia daily portion of work with the aaHinif 
aun, but who knew, tbnt every day aa the a un ae.uk 
belo m the horiaon, tho troal Importaat part of hia 
duties commenced, and were carried pa far iato lite 
honn of the night, and when he eloaed bta obeerrlng 
hook, full of tba recorda of hia ohaervationi, knew that 
jt contained material, for tba long and tirceoiea calou- 
IltiOAe of tha lullowlno day. Such waa the life of ■ 
practical aatronomee. It waa dirHi ult to dcteribe, in 
attractive language, that which in itaelf had hat little 
attraction. Yet be would not have tbem rap. 
poee, from thia remark, that the work 
of a practical aetionomcr waa without 
intereat to bimaelf ; if be wai a man hopeful and of a 
peraavcrrvig temperament, be would always be in a 
■tatfofqllrlrt expectation, alwaya hoping to hit upon 
icmothiog to promote lb* progrea, of bis favourite 
aeitnee. He knew ho conld not haaten the eoneae of 
hii obtervations — that anything like biirrywould in- 
terJYn with the accuracy fjf hia reaulta. He ao vrent 
On, quii-tly noting with care the roaulul of hia obaerva- 
titnu. hoping for the good time and favourable oppor- 
tunity, and at the eamo time knowing that if he afioulJ 
bit on nothing Wnarkable, make no great atop forward 
in the race of din-over r, yet that the accurate obeer- 
vatinni of cite generation were the rouBdatiuna of dla - 
CTTeriea of the next. That the careful obtevration! o( 
HLpparchua and hia followere wire the principal 
tneena which enabled Copemicna to eetabliah the 
truth of hia diaeoverlee, via., the rotation of the earth 
round ita ula, and of the earth and other vlanata 
round the aun { and lhat the aoeurata ohaerratluna of 
Tjobo Draht enabled Kepler to diaoovvT lha 
tnaory of elliptic moiion, the fiiuadaiion of 
Newton , diaoovery of tha grand theory of 
Univenel gravitation. Practical aavronomj, ■aid the 



immediately pursued by tha practical aatronomer, the 
aim whiah ha aiftde uao of to attain thoee objecta, 
and the flnal naulle at which he arrived. The un me- 
diate object waa tha accurate determination of aha 
poaitiorn of heavenly bodies. When the; eoniidenid 
that tha earth occupied a mm point In rpuo, ita 
motion and that of the heavenly bodlea, it would be 
lean that torn* difficulty existed In determining the 
position of heavenly bodeee, for poalrjori Ilka time waa 
relative ; whan they aald a certain event happened at 
a certain lime they meant, that starting from a certain 
great event, tha birth of our Saviour, the aun had 
traversed, or eeemed to traveTae, tha iky a certain 
number of timea. Time, in describing time it could not 
be done absolutely, but relatively \ thej could only 
aay how many particular events had happened since 
tha event oboaen aa tbeir starting point ; ao it waa In 
tiring a point in space. The lecturer here illuacrated 
hia obetrration* by drawing on a black board a Una, 
on which ha made a mark, A, the position of which, 
supposing tha Una to be without limit, it waa impaaai- 
fate to deacribe , he then made another mark B, tbs 
relative position of which with reference to tha mark 
A waa apparent. So It waa with regard to the posi- 
tion of a point in apace, with the additional difficulty 
that a point In apace might not only be in all passi- 
ble d is Lancers along Ira line of direction, but alao in hll 
possible direetione, ao that to determine it fcillv rj,e,y 
mnat flnt determine aoona line in whiah it laid, and 
then Ita distance along that line from aome fixed point 
in the line. Practical estrORCmy dealt elmosjt entirely 
with those two questions, the direction! of heavenly 
hodiea and not their diatencoa. The reverend gen tlo- 
man then, hy mean! of diagrams and modela, ex- 
plained moit lucidly tha means adopted to discover 
the direction of heavenly bodies, and the niatruBienUri 
the telescope, clock, &0,, used for thia nnrpoie ; and 
in CTKulueion, said be could not close tn|i lecture, ad- 
dressed aa it eras to a lOciety distinguished by the 
name of the " Christian Young Hen's Association," 
without making aome remurxa on the 
bearing of Astronomy on Htdleion, Aatronrrmj had 
mure to do with natural than revealed religion, Fer- 
haps the mrast immediate eff -,t of astrorvomical atudtea 
on the us ni' I waa to nil it with an entire conviction of 
tb< neoeasity of time and spice, and of the insignifi* 
ceoee of man and the world wbleb he inhabited aa 
compared with the universe around him. He teal 
even In that frame of mind which induced thePaal'tiist 
to exclaim, " When I consider the heavciu, tho work 
of Thy handa, the moon and the itar*. which than hast 
ordained, what is nun, O Lard, that thou so regnruoit 
him," The eontemplation, moreover, of iudnity in 
the Creator, and the existence cf thai Creator, it ia 
acarcely pouibb for him to doubt. An accurate 
knowledge of tbe lawa of the solst system tvaa quite 
onoitgh to establish that point, Tbe fact that to many 
dialioct bodies aa the sun, planet... and their satellites, 
bad been projected in free epaoe, every one 
attracting the other and tenllog to br ; ng it in 
contact with itself, yet that all '.Loss 
bodies hare gone on In their courses for thousands of 
year, without any danger of audi collision, and that 
unleaa acted upon anew by »0BW external came, they 
will and mult continue io to move for Ihonaandt of 
million! of years to come ; but this stability of the 
whole nyatetq bad been provided for bv numerous care- 
ful edjustmerit,, without whiah tbs whole mutt have 
fallen into confusion and disorder long since, Thit 
great fact oartTinoed him that those heavenly hodiea 
must have been set in thslr planet and projected in 
their orbit, not bya men chine?, but by tbe wiae arid 
provident deafen of a Creator of intitule knosrlodge and 
power. For hi, own part, he was fully pemuaibid 
that tbe purauiui of the latroqomer ware highly favour* 
able to the cause of mere tuLtural theology, the simple 
belief in the existence of an eternal, nil -powerful, all- 
wile, all-fore toeing Qo4. But with regard to revealed 
religion, mace pertloularly with regard ta the 
distirclire doctrines, of Christianity, Aitrunony wai 
altogether ,ilent, just ui wu every other 
branch of physical science. There was s time when 
the authorities of tbe Church dist netly condemned 
those th'orte,, which were now uniTeraallr a lmitted 
to be true, as being contrary to tbe word M Old, arid 
consequently heretical. If the world turned 
ronud on Its exia, wai tha argument, how wu it that 
Darid under PivineuMplrelion, ui i «' Thou hai mad* 
tho round world ao luru that it cannot be moved." If 
the aun stood still and the Earth never moved round, 
how did I) arid spoak of "the mm Eomlnri forth like a 
bridegroom from hia ohajnbjr, an! rejoicing like ■ 
giant to run his conns .'" How, n^ain, if tbe aun stood 
still did Joshua exelairn undor Dlviu Influance " Sun 
ttuil thouatfllin (Jideon." and bow did the inanired 
hiatjrians record at a miracle that Ida tun itood itill 
for a whole dayf The answer to (hen objection! 
were simple enough. Whatever waa written in the 
Bible w.ia written to be tin lerntond, ond whatever wjta 
•lid by tbe prophets or by tho psalmists wai 
expressed in the ordinary language of 
thedsy. Hid Djvid hern inBuencotl by tho Hdy 
Bpirit to say, * Thou rankest the round world to re- 
volve steadily on in axis that it can never diviate 
from the regularity of its molten." hr> would have soil 
what neither himsel Tor hit renders co ntd h.ira under- 
stoot) t md if Joihm had laid, " Earth stand itill " 
bis lunguige would bare asemrd eqtuUy unmsaning. 
It waa iicrar (Jod'a will to reveal phyaical ssionce fo 
man ; Ha grtve him aent il pomrsr irjlfteiLint ta iuveit!- 
gate It for himself; and ao whorevermilHrs pertaining 
to innh Biiencs wcr(> mrnciouad In s r:ii':iir,> they 
ralght expect to find th,„[ u thev did, exproaaed ii-i 
the comrmm langutgi of tha tim»,'and in eocordines 
with the idea, on luch tualtera ttbi;h then prnvallod.

He (the ohsirmanj hoped that 
lite result of the meeting to night would shew the 
Bydney Chamber lhat this body coincided with all 
their views on tha aubject, and would forward them tn 
the utmost of its power. It would not be necessary 
with thou present to refer at any Length to the adven. 
tig« which the adoption of thia line 
would afford to this continent, and more 
particularly to New South Walet ; these 
advantages had afforded lubject for discussion 
In prospective, daring a long period paat ; it would be 
only necessary to aay (hat the postal advantage atone 
derived by thia colony from the communication by tbe 
Isthmus would be of immense vnlue ; its advantages, 
in I commercial view, above every other route, wore 
manifest, as the trade wlnda within the tropica, on 
both side, of the Equator, which were equally favour- 
oble for vessels going and returning, and the ooutfnuoi 
prevalence of Ana worthcr, would make it Iho great 
highway between Buropa, the U cited States, the British 
North Amcricron colonies, aad tbo West Indict, and 
would make easily available to m all tbe resources u f 
these tine countries j placing ns at the same time be- 
tween the two great routes to the other hemisphere, 
by Point de Onlfo and Panama, and making this, in a 
acnae, the centre of tha oommerclal world, besides re- 
verting our hitherto practically remote position. The 
establishment of this route need cause no jealousy to 
our friends in Victoria, whom it would moat Impor- 
tantly serve, snd who have a aunilar advantage to that 
now •■•light for Sydney in the msil by Sue). Tnti 
would therefore only restore the balance, and alternate 
the despatch of a fortnightly moil by either mate, each 
partieipating in that of the other. It did In fact largely 
concern Victoria and the other colonies, and tha 
electric telegraph would enable them to share in tho 
immediate benedta of the line.
